A Brighter Employment Picture 


HE MID-AUGUST UNEMPLOY- 
ment figure of 211,000, less 
than three per cent of the Canadian 
labor force, is solid testimony to 
the strength of the economy at mid-

year. Even with adjustments to take 


into consideration seasonal factors, © 


the unemployment rate was just 
four per cent, compared with 4.9 
per cent at mid-August last year. 

The unemployment rate shows 
quite a wide variation in regions 
across the country, from a low of 
1.4 per cent on the prairies to 4.2 
per cent in the Atlantic provinces. 
This gives added weight to the argu- 
ment that part of the answer to 
smoothing out unemployment prob- 
lems lies in greater mobility of 
workers. In parts of the country 
there ‘are more jobs. than workers 
with the skills to fill them, a con- 
dition which hasn’t been seen often 
in Canada in recent years. 

There were other encouraging 
aspects of the joint. department of 
labor-bureau of statistics report on 
employment. One, of course, was 


the fact that the unemployment 
rate was the lowest in eight years. 
But even more significant were fig- 
ures showing that while the labor 
force at mid-August was up by 
273,000 or 3.9 per cent from the 
same point'a year ago, the number 
of people employed had~risen-by 
308,000 or 4.4 per cent, Unemploy- 
ment during the 12-month period 
dropped by 35,000 or 16.4 per cent. 

A little disturbing is the’ fact 
that 65,000 .out of the 211,000 un- 
employed at mid-August were in the 
14-to-19-years age group. This is

_ A Matter of the Law 


T IS UNFORTUNATE THAT 

- the calling of a general election 
at this time of year has raised the 
likelihood that some thousands of 
university students may be disfran- 
chised. According to the elections 
act, students must be in residence 
at the place where they will vote by 
the date on which the election writs 
are issued—in this case, Septem- 
ber 8. ; : 

Few students attending univer- 
sities away from their usual homes 
can qualify under this clause, since 
university terms normally begin 
late in September. And there ap- 
pears to be no way, according to 
Chief Electoral Officer Nelson Cas- 
tonguay, by, which the rule can be 
circumvented, although several ave- 
nues are being examined. The prob- 
lem involves, of course, only those 
students who will be away from 
their usual residences on election 
day, and who are of voting age. 

For a good many students, the 


forthcoming election will be the first 
in which they have been eligible to 
vote and it makes a poor introduc- 


tion to this important function of . 


citizenship to be deprived by a tech- 
nicality of the right to cast a ballot. 
The remedy lies in an amendment 
to the law to cover future contin- 
gencies.

Teetering on the Balance 


Je GRIMOND,. leader of Britain's tiny. 
10-man Liberal Party, is rapidly find- 
ing out that heaven isn’t ail it is cracked 
up to be. If holding a ™% 
parliamentary - bal- y 
ance of power is in 
fact a minority par- 4 
ty’s idea of heaven @ 
then it must be con- 
ceded that the Liber- © 
als have been stand- 
ing on the very 
thresheld ever since 
the Labor Party came 
to “power last_ Octo- 
ber with an absurdly Dewey ; 
small majority. Since then a series of 
calamities both natural and political has 
served to narrow that majority to the 
point where the Liberals should be well 
within the pearly gates by the time 
Parliament reassembles on October 26. 
The recent’ death of the Speaker of 
the House of Commons— only pushes 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson farther 
onto a limb that was already too slender 
to hold his weight for another session. 


Not Workable 


The byelection triggered by ‘the 
Speaker’s death and the selection of a 
tiew Speaker meant that\he will have to 
face Parliament with a majority of one 
or perhaps two. Either way is not a 
workable majority. This is where Mr. 
Grimond and his nine merry men 
come in. 

Because Mr. Wilson is realistic enough 
to know that he can’t cheat the odds 
indefinitely, his only course now is to 
lay his plans for the next session on 
the sure assumption that before it is 
over the Liberals will have the whip 
hand. 

Indeed, the news that steel nationali- 
zation is once again to be dropped to the 
bottom of the priority list is evidence 
that Liberal sensitivities are already ex- 
erting a sobering influence in Labor 
councils. Mr. Grimond’s difficulty is 
that he doesn’t quite know what to do 
with his shiny new powers. 

The possible’ courses are obvious 
enough but each is fraught with its own 
kindof —perit:—The—Liberals could, for 
example, carry on as they did in the 
last session by voting on the merits of 
individual issues. But the difficulty with 
playing by ear is that they would then 
lose any chance of exerting a positive 
influence of policies. Before they reach 
the division stage, in the words of Basil 
Wigoder, chairman of the party execu- 
tive, the ‘Liberals’ new position of in- 
fluence “is not likely to. be abdicated.” 


Forced Play 


In the next session a further consid- 
eration, of course, is that the issue-by- 
issue approach could lead to a situation 
in which the Liberals, boxed in by a 
point of principle, were forced to pull 
down the government at an inopportune 
moment, 

The obvious alternative ~— a parlia- 
mentary pact—opens up some tantaliz- 


_ing possibilities as the price of co-opera- 


tion. The Liberals could conceivably. win 
government support for a ‘‘fairer’’ sys- 


_tem._of parliamentary _ representation 


which would more faithfully reflect the 
proportion of votes cast in a general 
election, always assuming that such re- 
form was not seen to work against 
Labor’s interests.

Furthermore, the manifestos of the - 
two parties have much in common’ and 
in-most areas they could be brought into 
harmony without involving unacceptable 
comproniises. By forcing _through the 
necessary modifications the party that 
during the last Parliament could travel 
to the House of Commons “in one’ taxi’ 
would actually be seeing liberal legisla- 
tion—tantalizing indeed! 

However, the basic Liberal decisions 
are not that easy. If the advantages 
of a pact are obvious, so are the draw- 
backs. For one thing the party would 
be tying its fortunes to a government 
that, for the moment at any rate, is 
rapidly losing support in the country. 
Moreover, even if Labor pulls out of its 
slump and goes on to win the next elec- 
tion, the Liberal Party would already 
have gathered tar by its- expedient asso- 
ciation with the Labor left. 

For the Liberal Party, indeed,’a lib- 
lab pact could mean gaining the world 
= a time and losing its soul. If Brit- 
ain’s Liberals have any reason for ex- 
isting, it lies in the hope that some day 
they will manage to draw the “true radi- 
cals” on the Labor right and the Con- 
servative left into a great-new party of 
the left that is untainted by socialism. 

The real question for the Liberals is 
whether the chance of pushing through 
some of their own legislation in the next 
session is worth the long-term risks. 

All of this is to reckon without Mr.

China is ‘the only country with any- 
thing to gain from the collapse of India.

In public, the U.S. is_working through 
the U.N. security council in calling for a 
withdrawal of all forces to the 1949 
ceasefire line and a return to the status 
quo pending negotiations. 

Tt is just this status quo that a fed-up 
Pakistan is trying to end after years 
of -fruitless diplomacy. The Pakistani 
position, in and out of the U.N., has been 
—so far—that the way to peace is: to 
allow self-determination for the people 
of Kashmir. To Pakistan, Kashmir is a 
contiguous Jand whose predominantly 


Moslem people are being held under 
foreign rule against their will. 

The Indian position, as. explained by 
the special Indian representative to the 
U.N., is that Kashmir is an integral 
part of India and that India could no 
more accept a plebiscite there than the 
U.S.. could accept a secession plebiscite 
in Texas. He-expounded a moral prin- 
ciple which he believed higher than the 
right of self-determination: The ideal 
concept of a multi-ethnic state, which 
India is supposed to represent, would be 
shattered if a group were to secede on 
religious grounds. 

If this strikes western ears as high- 


sounding hypocrisy, Indian officials ‘are’ 


ready in private to. sound a grim warn- 
ing: that a Kashmir vote to join Paki- 
stan may cause India's Hindu majority 
to turn on the Moslem minority,

Local Canadian “‘aces,"’ including Don 
MacLaren and Emerson Smith, served 
in the Royal Flying Corps or Royal Naval 
Air \Service (subsequently merged as 
It will be recalled that the flyers 
of 1914-18 literally pioneered air combat 
operations by flying in open cockpits of 
“eanvas-covered crates and wings bound 
by piano wire,” 

Their accuracy in the early use of 
aircralt machine guns, combined with 
flying skill and daring, resulted in 
amazingly. successful achievements, with 
Canada's ‘W. A. (“Billy”) Bishop, VC, 
DSO, MC, attaining the top score by 
destroying 73 enemy aircraft. High Air 
Forge honors were won for Canada and 
the Commonwealth.

Victoria Women Pioneered 
River Voyage to Arctic Ocean

A Canadian Press story_printed recently 
in Victoria newspapers. described the experi- 
ences of an American woman author, Connie 
Helmricks, during a trip i 
down the Mackenzie River. 

Mrs. Helmricks . and 
her two teen-age daughters 
spent eight weeks sailing 
from Yellowknife to Inuvik 
in-a 20-foot freighter canoe, 
riven by ‘an <dutboard 
motor. *~ E 

Interviewed in Edmon- 
ton, this adventurous wom- 
an-—from —-Tueson, Arizona, — 
said she believed it was the Forbes 
first time women have made the 1,100-mile 
trip to the Arctic Ocean in this way. 

There is no doubt that in accomplishing 
the journey; Mrs. Helmricks and her daughters 
endured hardships and encountered dangers. 
And they do have something to boast about. 

However, they are not the first women to 
travel down the Mackenzie to the Arctic Ocean 
in search of adventure. 

Agnes .Deans Cameron and her niece, 
Jessie Cameron, both of this city, did it more 
than 57 years ago. 

On the map they used, Yellowknife and 
Inuvik were not even named. Way points, 
circled in red, were Hudson's Bay forts, from 
Athabasca Landing to the Mackenzie Delta 

* * * ' 

It was the Hudson's Bay Company at Win- 
nipeg that helped plan their journey and gave 
them introductions to factors at posts along 
the way. It was also the Hudson's Bay that 
outfitted them properly and furnished them 
with letters of credit which could be changed 
into bacon and beans and blankets, boats, 
guides’ services and ‘‘sow-belly,” at any point. 

The route travelled by Miss Cameron and 
her niece (“The Kid” as she called her) was 
from Chicago to Winnipeg and Edmonton by 
train and from there to Athabasca Landing by 
stage. 

at the Landing they boarded one of seven 
spécially-built’ scows, or ‘“‘sturgeon-heads,” 
with 20-foot oars, that were used to transport 
freight and passengers down the Athabaska 
River to Athabaska Lake, then to the Slave 
River and Fort Resolution on Great Slave Lake. 

From there they took a small river boat 
across the lake and down the Mackenzie River

On the return trip they went from Fort 
Chipewyan—again by “‘sturgeon-hedd”—along 
the Peace to Lesser Slave Lake,.then back to 


the Landing and to Edmonton, Calgary and 
home. 

The journey took six months. The two 
women travelled more- than 10,000 miles. They 
handled and cared for their “dunnage’’ them- 
selves. 

It included a “tent, tent-poles, typewriter, 
two cameras, two small steamer trunks, bed- 
ding (a thin mattress with waterproof bottom 
and waterproof extension flaps that. enclosed 
two blankets). 

There was-a flour bag or “Hudson’s Bay 
suitcase,” containing tent-pegs, hatchet and 
tin wash-basins, also two raincoats, a tiny bag 
with brush and comb and soap and, most 
precious of all, a supply of camera film wrap- 
ped in oilcloth and packed in biscuit tins to 
keep it dry. 

This,.you must rémember, was in the days 
when women wore toe-touching skirts, ankle- 
high boots, boned corsets, fitted bodices and 
high collars. . 

Couple that with the fact there were rapids 
to run, portages to make, hazards to face when 
scows-ran aground and broke up and battles to 
fight when mosquitos insisted on becoming 
“blood” brothers, and, you have a journey to 
test the stamina of the hardiest adventurer. 

Agnes Deans Cameron was born in Victoria 
in 1863, the daughter of pioneer parents, Duncan 
and Jessie Cameron. 

* * * 

At 18 she was teaching in Angela College 
for Girls. Later she taught at Comox: and in 
Vancouver, then returned to this city-to accept 
teaching appointments successively in James 
Bay School, Girls’ and Boys’ Central, Victoria 
High and finalty-at-what-was—then the —‘‘new”’ 
South Park School where she was named 
principal. 

In the early 1900's Miss Cameron gave up 
teaching fo devote her time to travel and 
writing. : 

The epic adventure into the land of the 
Mackenzie River resulted in extensive writing 


and lecturing on conditions in the Canadian 


North and in a book that has now become a 
prize for collectors of Canadiana, ‘“‘The New 

Miss Cameron wrote and lectured for the 
Canadian government in Canada and Great 
Britain. 

She was one of Victoria's early school 
trusiees.. There are those still living who re- 
member her for her blunt criticism of out- 
moded ideas and untiring work for school re- 
forms. 

She died here in 1912 from complications 
following an operation.

PARIS — French President 
Charles de Gaulle has dealt 
another. apparently damaging 
blow to his already ‘shaky al- 


-liance with West Germany by 


again endorsing Poland's hotly 
contested Oder~-Neisse line 
western frontier. 

~The Oder-Neisse question, 
more than 20 years after the 
end of the Second World War, 
remains ‘possibly the most ex- 
plosive issue in German poli- 
tics. 

The fact de Gaulle took this 
controversial stand ‘at the 
height of a German parlia- 
mentary election campaign is 
certain: to be resented deeply 
by West German Chancellor 
Ludwig Erhard, fighting des- 
perately to remain in office.

Soviet 
bléc always have insisted that 
the  Oder-Neisse frontier, 
which the Communists, call

remain for all time the border 
between Germany and Poland. 

But West Germany never 
has recognized it and publicly 


has maintained its claims to- 


the lost German territories 
east of the Oder-Neisse line, 
although it also has conceded 
that these can only be’ recov- 
ered by peaceful means. 

De Gaulle is essentially a 
realist. By endorsing the 
Oder-Neisse frontier his ap- 
parent intention was to tell 
the West Germans their claims 
to the lost eastern territoris 
are unrealistic.

Plans for a sports stadium with initial seating of 
5,000 and eventual capacity of 17,000 were disclosed 
for the first time today by Saanich, 

The details for the stadium, near the Tillicum Outdoor 
Theatre, were contained in an engineering report by Willis and 
Cunliffe of Victoria. | 

“It appears-that the 40-acre site adjacent to the Tillicum Out-| 
door Theatre in Saanich is well suited to the development.of a 
sports stadium complex for the Greater Victoria area,” said the 
report. 

The first stage of the development would cost’ an estimated 
$490,000, just over the amount available in Centennial grants and 


This would provide a stadiua, amphitheatre with 3,000 covered | 
seats, 2,000 open seats and parking for 1,000 cat's. | 
The report said a stadium with an ultimate capacity of 177000 | 
seats and parking for 3,500 cars can be fitted into the natural 
geography’ of the area.
